ii, 1). «.'.—-A temporary in- 


junction against the sale ol ex-Ger- 
man passenger liners by the United 
States shipping board was gianted to- 
day by Justice Bailey of the District 
of Columbia court. 


Hearings on the question of making 


the injunction permanent will be held 
later, probably some time next week. 


Bailey declared that present laws 


showed no intention on the part of 
congress to grant to the president or 
any of his appointees'power to sell the 
ships. 


The question. Bailey .said. war. the 


sole one raised'by the government in 
onnosition to "the application for the 
injunction. 


Advocates of government, ownership 


of the merchant marine were called 
today before the senate 
comsnerce 


committee which is investigating the 
proposed sale of German liners. 


Among those called were Raymond 


B. Stevens of the shipping board and 
Major John York of Chicago. Stevens 
is opposed to selling the German ves- 
sels. Though he' does not favor .the 
government permanently 
operating 


them, he believes that'it should oper- 
ate them until a better price is of- 
fe-ml. 


Stevens differs with Chairman Payne 


and other members of the shipping 
board on valuation of the ships. The 
hoard's estimate, Stevens, say's, is mere 
guess work. 


Legislation which will f?ivc to the 


government permanent power to pre- 
vent transfer of 
American ships to 


foreign flags and 
appropriations to 


guarantee operatorss against loss if 
they keep vessels in trades allocated 
by 
the board, 
are expected to be 


sought in congress within the next 
fe«r works. 
"If we cannot secure a fair value 


for the ships, they should be held un- 
til they can either be sold at their 
.sesfc-vH-luo^ctr-c-onsress. authorizes'XIIE 
to sell them below- that value for the 
purpose of aiding the American mer- 
chant marine," said- Stevens. 
American ship owners' bids were 


considerably lower than foreign bids 
for the vessels,' Stevens said. 
Three 


foreign bids he said, were double the 
bids offered by American operators 
and a fourth was $500.000 higher. 


The board rejected all foreign bids. 


Foreign bids v/ere higher, it was 
said, because 
the opinion nrevails 


among American operators that for- 
eign operators 
can operate them 
dirtier iu normal times. 
"The reason whv American onerat- 


n-K don't bid so high is because con- 
ditions are abnormal." Stevens said. 
"There are three million more tons 
of shipning in the world today than 
before the war. 
, 
"Why wn'L we keep these vessels 


and onerate them 'until times are 
nrrmal and we can find out whether 
American operators can compete with 
foreign operators at a profit? I think 
we can operate them at a profit; and 
it is desirable to keep some of the 
vessels in South American trade." 
The shipping board will recom- 


mend an immediate nnpeal from tho 
decision of Justice Bailey, who issued 
:m injun?tion against the s^ie of the 
former 
German 
ships. Chairman 


Payne declared. 
Payne also said that a bond to aoe- 


anately protect the 
United States 


from loss suffered by delay brought 
nbout by the injunction would be de- 
manded. 
"The case is in chnrge of the de- 


partment of justice." said Payne. 


Pavnc estimated the daily expense 


of taking care of the vessels that are 
now lying in harbor is about $1.1,000.

paper- manufacturers, several 
from- 


this locality attending. Both sides of 
the situation were goa,e over, but 
because of the absence of several of 
the large manufacturers, the confer- 
ence adjourned to March 1, when the 
matter/will again be taken up. 


According to George .1. Sc-hneider. 


representative ,of the .International 
Paper Makers union, both sides show 
a 'desire to be conciliatory in the 
matter 
and to view the situation 


broadly. 'It is expected that an un- 
derstanding will be reached following 
the coming conference, without ob- 
jection.

union" were flatly denied. The organ, 
izations preserve their separate iden- 
tities. 


Labor's opposition to the railroad 
'will be set forth according to pres- 


ent plans, in a letter to President 
Wilson signed by Samuel Gompers. 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor. This communication was 
being framed today at a meeting at- 
tended by Gompers, B. M. Jewell, 
head of the federation's railway de- 
partment and officials of the big rail- 
way unions. '

The letter itself, or a separate state- 


ment of labor's attitude, 
may be 


made public late today. - 
Following publication of the letter, 


labor leaders say they^ will marshal 
their forces in congress for a battle 
on the bill which is to come up in the 
house Saturday and in the senate next 
week. 
Labor leaders today called the bill 


a "hodge podge" despite 
the fact 
that it sets up tribunals for wage 
disputes minus any compulsory fea- 
ture.

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THE ELECTION 
TUESDAY. 


The lime is near at hand when Apple- 


ton will vole on the proposal to change 
from the councilmanic to the city manag- 
er plan of government. .The election will 
be held next Tuesday, and so far as sur- 
face indications go there does not appear 
to be more than passive interest in the 
result. This is unfortunate. The form 
and character of municipal government 
are of first importance to the city and to 
every person in it. Proposals for a change 
which arc obviously inadvisable might 
properly be received with indifference, or 
with opposition in case of danger that 
the people might be misled. But a move 
to go to the city manager system, no mat- 
ter bv whom or under what circumstanc- 
es originated, is a serious step toward bet- 
ter government and ought to be treated 
accordingly. 


"We cannot dismiss city manager ad- 


ministration of municipalities lightly. We 
cannot vole it down lightly. There is no 
question but what it contains the machin- 
ery of more cilicient and more construc- 
tive city government than the ward-al- 
dcrmanic plan. It" may not be the best 
system there is. but there can be no 
doubt that it is an improvement over the 
old form which prevailed in American 
'cities for many years, and from which 
there has been- a determined and wide- 
spread effort to escape. \Vc do not know 
of any city in the country where ward 
politics and councilmanic control can 
be pointed- to as constituting economical, 
progrcssivc-and constructive city govern- 
ment. This 'system stands today as an 
admitted* failure throughout the United 
States. In the neighborhood of 1,500 
cities have cast it aside for" various sys- 
tems which test and experience have 
demonstrated to be a great improvement. 


The majority of changes have been to 


.commission government, or its varia- 
tions. About 175 cities are now operated 
with city managers. Within the last three 
months ten cities have been included in 
this list, three of which are in the 'class 
of Applcton. These are Muskegon. Mich., 
with a population of 26,000. Lynchburg^ 
Va., 22,000. and Newport News, Va.. 20.- 
000. All of these departures from the al- 
dcrmanic plan represent an advance- 
ment in American municipal govern- 
ment. Regardless of what may be argued 
as to theory or principle, the fact remains 
that both the commission, and the city 
manager plans have been proven to be 
highly successful. They stand for belter 
cities from every point of view. 


Through unfortunate circumstances the 


city of Applcton was persuaded to aban- 
don commission government and revert 
to the type which it had with good rca- 
.son cast aside as obsolete, outworn, ex- 
pensive. wasteful, inefficient and alto- 
gether unsatisfactory. This, with all due 
regard to th'c integrity and conscientious 
effort of those elected to administer -pub- 
lic affairs under the change, was a step 
backward. \Vc believe the great majori- 
ty of people recognize the fact that it was 
;i mistake. It is proposed now to remedy 
this by adopting the city jnanager plan. 
There is a large, and possibly major, pub- 
lie sentiment in favor of the commission 
form but in this election we have offered 
lo us the alternative of a city man.-jg'.T 
acting with and under the jurisdiction of 
a council elected at large and comparable 
Jo a board of directors in a private cor- 
poration. 


The Poil-Crcsccnl believes that Apple- 


ton would do well lo adopt the city man- 
ager plan and give it a trial. The experi- 
ence of other ciliej* uniformly testifies 
lo its advantages and value. Common 
M'lisr argues strongly in its favor. It is a 
:,implc business proposition which any 
person can understand, the operation of 
which ought lo appeal lo men of affairs 
and Ihc public at large as resting upon 
sound principles. The expense of a man- 
ager would be small if through his em- 
ployment larger returns were received 
through taxation, and savings wore 
brought about through business meth- 
ods, application and efficiency. \Yc may 
say lluil Hicjsf aro lorm<» easily af)ixo<l to 
any reform we like to speculate upon. 


but we all know it lo be a fact that they 
are secured by private corporations and 
by ordinary or extraordinary business 
through precisely these methods and only 
'those methods. It is reasonable, il is in- 
telligent, to conclude that the same meth- 
ods are desirable in municipal business 
and thai Ihcy would produce the same 
results.1 


AVe have no idea as to whether the cily 


manager plan will carry al next Tues- 
day's election. There is no organized 
campaign for it, and apparently no active 
work against it. We regret that our cit- 
izens have not interested themselves 
more in this question. We believe thai 
Apple Ion would be benefited by the 
change and thai Ihe support to which il is 
enlillcd on its merits would easily carry 
the election WCKC public opinion aroused 
lo the real issues al stake. 


PROTECTING THE PRESIDENCY. 


' The proposal of Rep. Fess of Ohio for 
the adoption of a constitutional amend- 
ment giving congress and the supreme 
court joint power lo authorize the vice- 
president or ranking cabinet officer lo 
assume Ihc dulies of Ihe president during 
a disability of the chief excculivc is one 
which ought to receive serious considera- 
tion. Provision for Ibis contingency is 
suggested of course by Ihc illness of Pres- 
ident Wilson and his inability for many 
monlhs lo discharge the full duties of his 
office. The plan offered would have the 
fact of disability .determined by the su- 
preme court, the vacancy arid succession 
thereafter being declared by a concur- 
rent resolution of congress. 


Whether the condition of President 


Wilson would come within tire latiludc of 
such an amendment is a mailer of opin- 
ion. 
Thai could only be decided, if the 


amendment were in effccl, after invcsti- 
galion by Ihc supreme court. J3ul whether 
or not the president is actually incapaci- 
tated the important thing is that a way 
Avould be open to ascertain the fact and to 
protect the governmenl and the country 
against adverse consequences arising in 
case of disability. There has been a very 
general feeling Ihroughout the presi- 
dent's illness that he should be succeed- 
ed temporarily by someone who could 
serve' as the acting head of the nation. 
The trouble has been that the constitution 
does not provide for such an emergency. 
While it is possible congress might take 
upon itself Ihe responsibility for declar- 
ing disability and naming a-temporary 
successor, there-would be a grave ques- 
tion as lo Ihc legality of the procedure 
and the authority and acts of the person 
thus designated as acting president. 


The illness of the president came at a 


critical time in our domestic and inter- 
national affairs. Peace was in the bal- 
ance, the league of nations involved a 
departure in foreign policy of vital con- 
cern to ourselves and the world and the 
problems of rcconstruclion were second 
lo none in Ihe history of the country, both 
in their effects and in Ihe difficulties of 
solution. We should Have had al such a 
lime a chief excculive possessed of his 
full facullics aiurin a position lo guide 
the nation wisely and safely. Il is a pub- 
lic misfortune thai these mailers have 
been left to Ihc mercy of politicians, of 
an inactive congress and of a helpless 
cabinet. 


The constitutional amendment pro- 


posed by Rep. Fcss would have relieved 
this situation. It would have made it pos- 
sible lo supply the country with an act- 
ing president in either the person of the 
vice-president or the secretary of slate. 
We should not be left in such a predica- 
ment again. A definite method should be 
set up for safeguarding Ihc nation quick- 
ly and effectively against the disability 
or removal of the president and this ma- 
chinery is, il seems lo us, well organized 
bv the Fcss resolution...

Lac Tuesday afternoon where they 
made an inspection of the Eastern 
Wisconsin Electric Railway Fvstem. 


"The delegation on Tue'sdav wa« 


in Sheboygan and they made the trip 
to Fond du Lac in a special Pullman. 
Leaving here yesterday 
afternoon 


they went to Oshkosh whero the trac- 
tion interests there were inspected. 


"There has been a persistent ru- 


mor current for pome tune to tho 
effect (hat plans are under consider- 
ation for a general consolidation of 
the lines of the north shore operating 
between Milwaukee and Chicago and 
the Milwaukee Northern 
operating 


to Sheboygan. 
It was also 
stated 


that the consolidation would mean 
the extension of the Sheboygan-Elk- 
hart Lake line to this city, connect- 
ing with the line extending from this 
city north to Kaukauna and Green 
Bay. 


"The plan contemplated involves 


a dining and sleeping car service be- 
tween Chicago and Green Bay. The 
value of such a s.y«tem can not be 
over-estimated and the benefit would 
be of great importance to the public 
along the line. 


"Supt. Ellis, of Sheboygan as well 


as local officials refused to comment 
upon the visit here and declared all 
reports of a consolidation or any- 
thing of that sort were unfounded.

Shoboyffan county is dense- 
ly populated and the travel accom- 
modations are limited in the rural 
section. _An interurban road, there- 
fore, would nro\c a most welcome ad- 
dition to these people from the stand- 


point of passenger service, an well uu 
affoidlng a ut'ccssaiy freight service, 
which Is badly needed In moat .sections 
ol this county. 


"This prospect is more than a spec- 


ulation: it has taken tangible form in 
the visit of the large delegation here 
today, of men who specialize in inter- 
urban projects, and they reall/c that 
this Held offers 'lie most attractive in- 
ducements for a piolltable load found 
anywhere in Wisconsin. 


"The time is coining when an intcr- 


urban road will be constructed be- 
tween the points referred to in this 
yrliclo. and " Is. therefore, a qres- 
tioti who \v'll be tho first to xiasp the 
oppoitunity of .sccunn" the rights of 
way over which 'lie roads aio to oper- 
ate. 
From all indications, the men 


here today arc malting a thorough in- 
vestigation, mid i'. ;s *o be hoped that 
their inspection will lead to an early 
fulfillment of 'he desire of the people 
living along the lake shore to have a 
more extensive mteruiban scivicc to 
all piincitial points in the eastern por- 
tion of Wisconsin."
